Second—That the Experiment Station 


and the Agricultural College, under the 
intention of the Federal law, belong 
with each other. 


Third—That If the Agricultural College 


exists elsewhere than in Honolulu, ul- 
timately, when the control of the Ex- 
periment Station goes to the Territory, 
as it will, the station will necessarily 
have to move to the college. 


Fourth—That considerable money has 


been spent on the station located here, 
and for that reason, among others, the

There are less than a. dozen divorces 


invalidated by the decision of the Su- 
preme Court, and as far as the records 
show the illegal publications In all but 
one of these were ordered by Judgea 
Gear and Humphreys. It IB stated by 
the court clerk, that prior to 1900 the 
publication of divorce summons had al- 
ways been in the Hawaiian Gazette and 
Kuokoa as provided by the statutes, 
and the exception to this was very in- 
frequent 


The records of the divorce cases from 


1897 to 1903 as shown in the circuit court 
show that Judge Stanley made all pub- 
lications in the Gazette and Kuokoa as 
did Judge Davis. One publication was 
made by Judge Perry In the Independ- 
ent and Makaainana, which was In the 
Da Costa case, but .there is no record of 
any other illegal publication1 by him. 
According to the records Judge Robin- 
son and Judge De Bolt always complied 
with the record, and it was only Judge 
Gear and Judge Humphreys who failed 
to follow the rule of the Supreme Court 
as laid down Thursday. In some cases 
no judge is named in the record, and in 
others where there was publication. the 
brief record does not' show in what pa- 
per the publication was made.
